The  Student  Cooperative  Association  was 
organized  at  Virginia  High  in  1939,  with  Bill 
Henry  as  its  first  president  and  Mrs.  W.  W. 
Fillinger  as  sponsor.  Its  aims  have  been  to 
create  a cooperative  spirit  between  the  school 
and  the  community  and  to  promote  leadership 
and  good  citizenship. 

The  S.C.A.  is  composed  of  the  sophomore, 
junior,  and  senior  classes.  The  legislative  body 
consists  of  the  Prefect  Council,  with  its  five 
elected  officers  and  representatives  of  the 
member  classes;  and  the  Student  Council, 
made  up  of  representatives  from  each  home 
room.

DIVERSIFIED  OCCUPATIONS  CLUB 


The  program  of  Vocational  Education  for  Diversi 
tied  Occupations  is  a part  time  cooperative  program  of 
education  in  which  the  business  establishments  in  the 
community  cooperate  with  the  school  in  providing 
work  experiences  and  vocational  instruction  for  a se- 
lected number  of  high  school  students  who  have 
earned  eight  or  more  units  toward  graduation  and  who 
are  placed  in  employment  half  of  each  school  day. 
When  the  student  enters  the  program,  he  continues 
to  pursue  at  least  two  additional  academic  subjects 
during  each  of  the  remaining  years  in  high  school.  He 
spends  at  least  three  hours  each  day  working  under 
supervision  in  some  industry,  office,  bank,  store,  or 
other  place  of  employment,  and  spends  at  least  three 
periods  each  day  in  school  learning  facts  related  to  the 
vocation  which  he  has  chosen.  If  a student  enters  the 
program  during  his  senior  year  in  high  school,  his 
schedule  is  correspondingly  adjusted.  This  program  is 
not  set  up  for  the  mis-fit  or  the  one  who  cannot  learn. 
It  includes  intelligent,  industrious  students  who  arc 
eager  to  learn  a trade  or  occupation  in  order  to  be 
better  adjusted  to  working  conditions  after  graduation. 


A D.O.  student  can  also  secure  sufficient  credits  for 
college  entrance.  Only  one  hour  of  vocational  class- 
work  is  required  each  day,  or  five  hours  per  week, 
with  no  outside  assignments.  Two  credits  are  given 
for  one  year’s  work,  or  a total  of  four  credits  for  two 
years.  The  Diversified  Occupations  Club  attempts  to 
expand  each  student’s  knowledge  and  understanding  of 
common  problems;  to  develop  stability  and  self  con- 
fidence; to  encourage  improvement  in  scholarship;  to 
cultivate  a friendly  and  cooperative  spirit  among  mem- 
bers, parents,  and  employees;  to  obtain  modern  books 
and  information  for  all  types  of  occupations.  There  are 
students  training  for  dental  assistants,  general  office 
work,  store  management,  mechanical  repair,  hotel  man- 
agement, fountain  management,  theatre  management, 
woodworking,  laundry'  and  drv  cleaning  service,  filling 
station  management,  funeral  home  management,  etc.

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LIBRARY  CLUB 


The  Virginia  Parrish  Library  Club  is  pri- 
marily a service  club.  Founded  in  1933  by 
Miss  Annie  Aaron,  its  objectives  are  to  en- 
courage the  reading  of  good  books  on  the  part 
of  the  club  members  and  the  student  body, 
to  aid  in  library  processes  whenever  practicable, 
and  to  develop  leadership.
